The 
feature of the trial was the testimony 
of John Patrick, who was compelled to

Lecithin, according to Prof. Waldemar 
Koch, instructor in pharmacolog/, why has 
perfected a method for obtain'1g ft, is “un 
phospheraus containing body,”’ 
which can be isolated from eggs, ‘rom 
brain tissue, and from the white corpuscles 
of the blood. It acts as @ stimulant iv 
all the bodily processes and produces in 
a wiuy not vet explained unusual growth, 
which is, however, perfectly healthy. and, 
excejt fe: its rapidity, perfectly noirral. 

Prof. Hatai’s experiments, the resuits of 
which have just been published in the 
Journal of Physiology, were conducted with 
white rats. Other foreign investigators, 
Besgrey and Zaky, whose work Prof. Hatal 
cites in his paper, have found that a simi- 
lar increased growth is brought about in 
dogs, guinea pigs and rabbits when fed 
with lecithin. 

That the same effect may be produced in 
human beings Prof. Hatai firmly believes 
Lecithin emulsion, he thinks, can be used 
in convalescence from weakening diseases 
to nid in the regaining of strength anid 
weight. ‘The substance,” he _ says, ‘“‘is 
nourishing, and will materially aid norma! 
growth.”’ 

Dr. Hatai's work was done with five se-' 
ries of white rats. The rats of the first 
three series were given the lecithin by in- 
jection, those of the last two by mouth 
fe dine. In each series half of the rats 
were treated with lecithin, while the oth- 
ers were not. 

Dr. Hatai summarized his results: 

The white rats which received the leci- 
thin gained in weight more rapidly thon 
those which did not receive it, the gain 
being on an average of 6 per cent greater 
than that of the rats not treated: the 
nervous system of the experimented ani- 
mals in weight. in composition and in size 
of the nerves was perfectly normal, show- 
ing the growth of the body to have been 
the rats which’ received the lec!l- 
thin showed greater power of resistance 
to variations of temperature and unfavor-

TAKES GUNPOWDER 
FOR HIS ASTHMA 


Saidi Cantaro, Susceptible to All Ad- 
vice, Tries New Inhalation and Is 
Nearly Blinded by Explosion. 


Saidi Cantaro has beeh in the United 
States for 17 years, but he never had 
asthma until a few weeks ago. Then he 
was so badly affected that he was will- 
ing to try any remedy his friend's pro- 
posal. As the physician to whom he ap- 
plied for relief gave him various pow- 
ders to burn and inhale the smoke, he 
thought that it was the correct treatment 
when a friend advised him to burn ordi- 
nary gunpowder. 

At a grocery near his home, 9%37 North 


Seventh street, he bought 10 cents worth 
of the powder. This he placed on the floor 
in a pie pan and sat down over it. He 
neglected to moisten the heap of powder 
and when he dropped a lighted match in 
it the entire charge went off, as David 
Harum says, “seemingly in a moment.”’ 

Cantaro ran screaming out of the room, 
umable to see. An ambulance took him 
to the City Hospital, where the powder 
grains were picked out and he’ was de- 
clared cured. 

Had he been given full weight for his 19 
cents or failed to spread the powder out 
he would have been blinded by the force 
of the explosion.

Speaker Gaxzolo of the House of Delegates pledges himself 
and his following to reform. He says the ruling combine will 
support the administration and vote for improvements. Citing 
the improvement bills already passed as an earnest of good 
intentions he says the House majority will work for new St.

She is of noble Italian family,*a 
kinswoman of the Pope, indeed, but, by the 
fortune of war in Gen. Bonaparte’s Italian 
campaign, she has become the ward of 
then one of Napoleon's beloved 
‘‘moustaches,”’ the first man of the Thirty- 
second Grenadiers to cross the bridge of 
Lodi, Napoleon himself following closely. 
And this Cartouche, a figure of genuinely 
humorous magnetism, becoming an actor 
and stage manager when a crippled leg 
terminates his army career, Fifi herself nat- 
urally gravitates to the stage. It is when 
she has just been promoted to the rank of 
leading lady in the Imperial Theater that 
we first encounter Fifi and Cartouche. 

From that moment the story goes witha 
rush and sparkle that will delight the 
reader in these times of too great serious- 
ness in our fiction. Napoleon himse'f, rel- 
ishing one of Cartouche’s jests, comes be- 
fore us in the very first chapter. Pope 
Pius also, who is in Paris for the purpose 
of crowning Napoleon as Emperor of the 
French, makes his appearance, a venerable 
old man who instantly sees in Fifi's pure 
and delicate features a startling likeness 
to the noble Chiaramontis of Mantua. Thus 
it is made apparent at the outset that there 
is to be a zestful mystery in Fifi's for- 
tunes and that high and mighty personagz’s 
are to appear on the stage of her life’s 
story. 

But it is the comedy 
novel which makes the most potent appeal. 
The visit of Napoleon, Duroc and Ber- 
thier. as Cartouche’s guests, to the shabby 
little theater where Fifi is the star, the 
woes of Duvernet, the proprietor, whose 
leading ladies persist in marrying him until 
he is entangled in a Gordian knot of matri- 
monial complications.

And always 
the little heroine of the story Its spark- 
lingly in evidence, a light comedy creation 
of genuine charm. 

If wholesome entertainment is the car- 
Aipal virtue in fiction, “The Fortunes of 
Fif'’ amply meet this requirement in the 
lighter field of story-telling. Miss Seawells 
latest novel should add much ito the favor 
in whieh she is already held by a grateful 
followirg. It is a book that will be read 
with keen relish and remembered with sin-

Confession of a Confederate Brings 
Conviction in $5000 Insur- 
ance Frand Case. 


Frank Wilkens, a cigar manufacturer of 
East St. Louis and Belleville, was found 
guilty Friday morning of having paid an 
employe, George Jines, $20 to burn his 
factory in East St. Louis in June, 192. He 
was given an indeterminate panitentiary 
sentence. 

Wilkens was convicted on 
of Jines, who, indicted with 
charge of arson, confessed 
gtate’s evidence. He admitted that his 
course was prompted largely by a belief 
that Wilkens, by bad faith, had caused his 
serious injury in the fire. ) 

Jines’ story, as told to the jury, showed 
that the plans for burning the factory were 
well laia. 

He said the stock was surreptitiously re- 
duced to about $1500, on which there was 
$5000 insurance. 

It was determined to burn the 
according to Jines. on a Saturday night. 
The night before Jines removed three 
boards from the floor, placed a quantity 
of ol] soaked excelsior and paper in the 
space beneath them, replaced them and 
bored holes in them. This was directly 
under a large coal oil lamp, which he 
filled with gasoline. He says the inten- 
tion was to make it appear that the lamp 
had leaked and that the burning oll, fall-
